- Your letter comes to us more in the 
form of a questionnaire rather than a 
letter. We dim V have time to reply 
personally to all the requests we receive. 
Well try to give you a quick run-down 
and maybe some of the other readers 
who had the same questions in mind can 
pick up on this. First, you've gat to be 
able ro draw. Drawing means the ability 
to sec something and bring it to the 
paper, not just quick sketches or, 
possibly. My Wheels type of stuff 
Drawing takes study and goes far 
beyond a simple rendering of a Corvette. 
Education means a different thing to 
each person. Same people take four years 
of art school or college, som e take 
correspondence courses, while others are 
self-taught, picking up their skills by 
observing what others have done. 

However you shouldn't try to copy what 
someone else has done . You should 
develop your own style. What makes one 
cartoonist stand out from another is 
style: originality, uniqueness. A 
cartoonist has only one duty: that is to 
him or herself to do the best job 
possible. If nil you're doing it for is the 
money, you might as well be a computer 
terminal operator. The responsibility is to 
get anything you promised done finished 
on time. Cartooning is a deadline 
business, and there s nothing more irate 
than an editor sfaring at blank pages. 

The orientation depends on what kind of 
cartooning you want to do. The artists 
who do work for CAR toons can handle 
people, caricatures and other things as 
we!) as cars. And forget about this being 
an idea business. Ideas are a dime a 
dozen, If yon can V carry them to 
completion, they are worthless. There are 
three things that make those inked lines 
appear ort the printed page: blood, sweat 
and tears. And. ,, hanging in there.
